AS STUDENT IN ENGLISH COLLEGE; MANY 
QUESTIONS ARE ASKED ABOUT AMERICA 


Harlan Hawkins, of Terra Bella, 
a former Porterville college stu- 
dent who is attending university 
in Leicester, England, under spon- 
sorship of the Porterville Rotary 
club, has written the following to 
James Hanson, head of the Rotary 
committee that is handling the 
loca] student exchange program: 


“My trip over was really quite 
pleasant. The ship was not the 
best looking on the Atlantic, but 
it made the crossing with no dif- 
ficulty; the accommodations were 
good and crew members were help- 
ful and friendly. 

“TI was lucky enough to be as- 
signed a’ room with an English- 
man who had just graduated from 
Cambridge. He has given me a lot 
of pointers on life in England, and 
some practical help as well. He 
and I travelled by taxi from the 
docks at Southampton to the rail- 
road station and we paid a, lower 
fare than any of the other six 
loads of. passengers, since he un- 
derstood the money system of Eng- 
land. 

“ T stayed in the YMCA in Lon- 
don for four days. It was quite 
cheap — about $2.25 for bed and 
breakfast — however, the bed was 
a bit “sway backed’’, and I don’t 
think I’ll ever get used to boiled 
tomatoes on toast as the main dish 
for breakfast. 

“By using the subways, I was 
able to get around London pretty 
well. I would, however, advise 
anyone coming to London to join 
an organized tour, since the town 
is just too large and there are too 
many things to see without some 
kind of direction. 

“TI arrived in Leicester Septem- 
ber 28 and stayed in lodgings ar- 
ranged for by Dr. Colin Eaborn, of 
University college, a former Ro- 
tary Fellow at the University of 
California. Now I am permanent- 
ly settled in Beaumont Hall, a 
dormitory for the college. 

“Dr. Eaborn‘has been very help- 
ful to me. You’ll never meet a 
nicer person. He introduced me

speaker at a fund-raising Eisen- 
hower rally, attended by 400 
people, in Exeter Monday night. 

He told of the tremendous sav- 
ings resulting from unified supply

These 
duck stamps are available wher- 
ever license are sold this year for 
the first time, also at all post of- 
fices.

PARENTS WARNED 
THAT CANCER 
HITS CHILDREN 


Tulare county parents are urged 
to be on the lookout for cancer’s 
early warning signs not only in 
themselves but in their children. 

Mrs. A. Burton Clark, education 
chairman of the American Cancer 
Society’s Tulare County branch, 
pointed out that because cancer 
does not strike as often in children 
as in adults there is a tendency to 
minimize the possibility of its ex, 
istence when warning signs ap- 
pear. 

“Yet early treatment is as im- 
portment for a child as for anyone 
else’, Mrs. Clark said. The show- 
ing of American Cancer Society 
films in the schoolroom has help- 
ed to alert many youngsters to 
cancer’s warning signs, according 
to Mrs. Clark. 

“If you think you recognize one 
of these symptoms in your child, 
don’t ignore it. Take him to your 
family doctor right away’’, she 
urged. 

Mrs, Clark said that cencer kills 
more children between the ages of 
three and 15 years than any other

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MAKE AMERICA GREAT! 
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COTTON INDUSTRY MUST HELP ITSELF 


Men of the cotton industry — growers, processors, scientists — 
must seek their own solutions to their own problems if the cotton in- 
dustry is to continue to thrive, according to statements by two prom- 
inent men of the industry, W. T. Wynn, chairman of the board of 
directors of the National Cotton Council, and William, Reah Blake, ex- 
ecutive vice president of the council. 


Mr. Wynn takes the position that cotton must choose between 
"research or recession"; he believes that cotton farmers should begin 
thinking of paying from a dollar to $1.50 per bale into an industry 
fund for research and promotion. 

"In no other way can | see how we are to hold and expand our 
markets, to utilize effectively our land and capital investment, and to 
be assured of a prosperous cotton economy", Mr. Wynn says. 


The per bale payment would raise about $12,000,000 annually for 
research, which would be added to some $14,000,000 that is now be- 
ing spent by all agencies on cotton research. 

"With an imaginative, intelligently directed research program, 
we should see our market expand from its present total of 11 - 12 ntl 
lion bales on up to 15 million — yes, to 20 million bales in the next 
several decades." 

Mr. Blake, in commenting on foreign cotton price competition 
that results from low-cost foreign labor, has this to say, "Just as the 
advantage of low-cost labor is all on the side of foreign producers, so 
is technology all on the side of the American cotton grower. The U.S. 
is the most highly industrialized country in the world. No other cot- 
ton-growing country even remotely approaches us in, this respect. 

"The technological advantage is ours. If we exploit it fully enough, 
we can get our costs down, we can meet the challenge- of cheap 
foreign labor, we can be competitive in price with foreign cotton and 
rayon. 


Now is a good time for growers 
to check for the presence of root 
knot nematode in their - cotton 
fields before the stalks and roots 
are turned under. Reduced yields 
in many cotton fields of Tulare 
county can be traced to this pest. 
The nematode is a microscopic 
worm which lives in the soil and 
attacks the root of the cotton 
plant forming knots or galls. This 
pest is generally more of a prob- 
lem on the sandier types of soil, 
and are inactive when the soil is 
cold. 

If nematode damage is suspect- 
ed, an examination of roots dug 
by shovel can be used as a guide 
to determine the distribution and 
abundance of nematodes in a field, 
Infested roots will have the typi- 
cal galls or knots, and the severity 
of the infestation can be judged by 
the appearance of the plant and 
the degree of galling. Root exam- 
inations made this season can be 
used as a guide in deciding wheth-

_ The nematode may be a reason 
for some growers getting an ab- 
normal fertilizer response on cot- 
ton. Root knot nematode popula- 
tion may be reduced by three 
methods so that susceptible crops 
such as cotton, can be grown prof- 
itably. 

One method of nematode control 
is by crop rotation, using certain 
non-host plants. Some crops of 
the grass family, such as grain, 
may be planted on infested soil 
without injury to the plants and 
at the same time reduce the nema- 
tode population. 

Summer fallowing is another 
practice for the control of this 
nematode. The best method for 
summer fallowing is to furrow out 
the soil deeply with alternate fur- 
rows and ridges exposing the soil 
to the high summer temperatures. 
With this practice the field should 
be kept dry because nematodes de- 
velop more rapidly in moist soil. 
The third method of nematode 
control is by fumigating the soil. 
Commercial chemical fumigants, 
such as D-D, EDB and Nemagon 
are toxic to the nematodes. Ma- 
terial can be applied by either the | 
row placement method or by com- || 
plete coverage prior to the plant- 
ing of cotton.

THROUGH USE OF 2,4-D, HOWEVER 
PROPER CARE MUST BE USED BY GROWER

Recent test plots by the Uni- 
versity of California show that un- 
der normal conditions a 50 per 
cent reduction in pre-harvest drop 
of navel oranges can be achieved 
by the use of 2,4-D sprays. In- 
creasing interest is being shown 
in this hormone spray by citrus 
growers in Tulare county. 


Growers are cautioned, however, 
to use only formulations of 2,4-D 
registered for use on citrus. These 
products must state ‘‘For Use on 
Citrus’ on the label. 


The recommended = concentra- 
tions are (1) 24 ppm (parts per 
million) when included in a fall 
whitewash spray, or (2) 16 ppm 
in an October or November water 
spray, or (3) 8 ppm in a Decem- 
ber water spray. The increased 
2,4-D concentration of the white- 
wash combination spray compen- 
sates for a reduction in hormone 
activity caused by the lime. 


The amount of 2,4-D to be used 
varies with the concentration of 
the commercial product to be used. 
Care must be taken in making 
exact measurements of the ma- 
terial as the amounts to be added 
are small and the concentration 
critical. For this reason it is rec- 
ommended that the proper 
amounts for the desired concen- 
trations be: measured prior to 
spraying and be sent to the field 
in bottles, one of which would be 
the proper amount for one tank of 
spray mixture. 

Uniform distribution of spray 
material on the tree is essential 
for maximum fruit drop reduction. 
At least 500 gallons per acre is 
necessary with 2,4-D water sprays.

Application of the material by air 
is both illegal and hazardous. 

2,4-D should not be applied on 
fruit which is intended for the 
early market. A delay in both 
color and maturity of approxi- | 
mately two weeks has usually been 
found in December following a fall 
application. No differences in rind © 
color or juice composition has been — 
found later in‘the season. There- 
fore, a fall 2,4-D spray is only of 
advantage where fruit is to be held 
late.
